You may recall that according to Gregory, in September, 1944 >n: s r^ r T r — 
“Bill’*, Gregory’s Russian contact, who has to date been unidentified, 

indicated that he was moving from New York City to Baltimore or Wash- — 

ington and stated that he intended to handle the Silvermaster group personally 
and that Gregory was no longer to come in contact with any members of the group. 
Later Gregory stated he saw Silvermaster in New York City in August, 1945, and 
she asked him whether he had seen "Bill” lately and Silvermaster indicated he 
had not seen "Bill” for about two weeks but that he was still around. 

Through a technical surveillance on the Silvermaster home, it was . 
learned that at 6:08 p.m. on November 13, 1946, one Bill conversed with Mrs. I

Gregory has subsequently advised that on September' 24, 1946, she 
and Reynolds had a conference in Washington with Ernest C^j&opes, Chief of 
the Russian Division of the Office of International Trade 1 , ^Konnerce Department, 
for the purpose of securing Ropes* opinion as to the advisability of the U.S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation continuing in business since the contract 
under which it presently operated expires on October 31, 1946. 

{ Prior to his trip to Russia in June of this year. Ropes had informed 
Gregory and Mr. Reynolds that he would attempt to do what he could in Moscow 
toward securing a new and favorable contract for them. 

Gregory informed Agents of the New York Office that Reynold^ had 
definitely maae up his mind to have notning further to do with EarlrBrowder. 
Gregory stated that his attitude appears to be the result if the recent change 
in public sentiment towards Russia and the fact that Reynolds no longer feel s 
friendly toward the USSR. BT

Subsequently Gregory advised that on September 25, 1946, she and 
Reynolds had a lengthy conference with Mr. Ropes, at which time they learned 
that Ropes had discussed the matter of a new contract with the head of Intourist 
in Moscow on the occasion of his recent visit there. Ropes stated that the head 
of Intourist aid not profess any great interest in extending a new contract and 
was not at ail optimistic about the possibility of continued operation by the / 

Reynolds explained to Ropes that he 
had recently received from Intourist a proposed new contract already signed by 
Intourist but he felt that certain clauses therein, particularly one which 
provided that Intourist should have control of any advertising done by the 
American firm, were wholly objectionable' to him and that he had finally decided 
ti liquidate the business.

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On July 22, 1946 Mrs. DA NT"' ^advised Mrs. WHITWORTH that she had received 
a call on that morning f!raa Chicago, froth MARY JANE KEENEY,, stating that 
she had arrived safely in Chicago by way of Cleveland, Ohio and Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, and would arrive in Woodstock on July 26 or 27* MART JANE 
KEENEY did not reveal to her mother where she was staying, in Chicago, nor 
did she indicate with whom she was staying. It wa3 later learned, however, 
that KEENEY was visiting with friends who were connected with the Public 
Library in Chicago. These same friends were alleged to have given MARY 
JANE a farewell party during her 1945 visit to Chicago. Mrs. DANIEIS re- 
vealed that MARY JANE would stay only two weeks rather than the six weeks 
indicated in the referenced letter* Mrs. WHITWORTH stated that MARY 'JANE 
had no close friends in Woodstock to her knowledge, and it was Mrs • WHIT- 
WORTH'S opinion that Mrs. DANIEIS was a very reliable person and much 
opposed to her daughter's actiohs, although she was not fully aware of her . 
daughter's philosoply* 

Mrs* WHITWORTH was re-contacted by Special Agent 0. ARTHUR GRAN on 
August 12, 1946 at which time she advised that she had learned that MARY 
JAKE had traveled extensively through Massachusetts prior to her coming 
to Woodstock* MARY JANE did not reveal the nature or purpose of this trip 
nor the identity of ary associates. 

En route to Wood/ftock ffc cm Was hington. MARY JANE allegedly visited a 
cousin, ^IEANCrofeOGSWSII i, orv^frra'.raT.T .^a professor of Sociology at the 
University or Pittsburgh. She was reputed to have given an impromptu 
speech of an undisclosed nature at this university. It was the infor- 
man's opinion that this cousin shares the same ideology as MARY JANE 
KEENEY • 

Also on KEENEY'S trip to Chicago she allegedly visited some unidentified 
individuals in Cleveland, where she gave a scheduled lecture before some 
seventy-five people. According to the informant, MARY JANE did not reveal 
to her mother, nor to the informant, the names of the persons whom she 
visited* 



On KEENEY'S first day in Woodstock, she received seme thirty-five pieces of 
mail tram unknown persons, with the exception of several letters from her 
' husband, whan she referred to as ANGUS. Her husband is supposed to have 
seated in these letters that he was traveling in regal style in Japan, re- 
organising the libraries of Japan. He was alleged to have stated that the 
main trouble was that because of strict censorship in Japan, the Japanese 
were not fully aware of what was going on in the rest of the world.

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KEENEY'S mother revealed to the informe ' ;hat MARY "JAKE had had 
with the State Department and had resigned her job before coming to 
Woodstock, but that she expected to take another job starting about 
October 1, 1946 in Washington, D. C. According to the informant, MARY 
JANE not reveal to her mother the nature of her difficulty with the 
State Department, nor the location of her new job. MARY JANE is furnish- 
ing twenty dollars a month far her mother's support, however* 

According to the informant, KEENE! came to Chicago on August 1, 1946 to 
give a speech of an undisclosed nature. The informant told ESI KEY that 
she would l ive very much to accompany her to Chicago, but KART JANE did 
not offer to take her along, KEENEY'S mother subsequently told the 
informant that her daughter had addressed the American Union of Librarians 
in Chicago, 

In the July, 1946 issue of the "Public Worker," official publication of 
the United Public Workers of America — CIO, appears the following ad- 
vertisement, "Ifear MARY JANE KEENEY, Tuesday, August 1, 1946, URYA Ball, 

64 West Randolph Street," This meeting was held under the auspices of 
Amalgamated Local #2, UFWA. It appeared therefore that it was this meet- 
ing which was addressed by KEENEY. 

At this time KEENEY’S mother expressed to the informant, considerable con- 
cern over MARY JANE’S radical ideas and secret activities, and requested 
the informant, to find out if possible, what her daughter was up to. Mrs, 
DANIELS remarked that "MAR I surely is all for the Russians," Subsequent 
to her return from Chicago, MARY JANE told the informant that she had 
succeeded in locating a woman in Chicago whom she did not expect to see.

DANIELS that MARI JANE intended to leave f co- 
Washington, D. C. via Milwaukee, Wisconsin, on Thursday, August 15, and was 
of the opinion that Mrs. BERTHA JENKINSON, 6802 Dante Avenue, Chicago, 
would accompany MARI JANE to Washington, D. C. 

Special Agent 0. ARTHUR GRAN recontacted the informant, Mrs. WHITWORTH on 
August 19, 1946, who advised that MART JANE left by automobile August 15 for 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, where she expected to pick up a woman, who is to 
accompany her to Washington, D. C. This time the informant stated that she 
had been previously misinformed as to the identity of the woman who was to 
accompany MARY JANE back to Washington, D. C., and stated that the woman, 
who was to be picked up in Milwaukee, was unknown to both Mrs. DANIEIS and 
the informant . 


Subsequent to MART JANE’S leaving far Milwaukee, a telegram was received by 
Mrs . DANIELS stating as follows s

Beginning on page 46 of reference report are excerpts of letters 
written by PHILIP to IIARY JANE during the period from November 1 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1945- In the letter of November 20, 1945 (page 50), PHILIP wrote 
that BOWEN ^SIHTH had asked him to go to Japan and had MARY JANE been in the 
United States, BOVffiN would have urged her to go also. In the letter dated 
November 22, 1945, which appears on the same page, PHILIP discusses his . * . 
trip to Japan and writes that their friends "including THOMAS” had made 
it clear that there is a job to do, that it has fallen to PHILIP’S lot to 
do it, and that he is game to do it. Page 51 reflects PHILIP'S letter dated .

JOSIE spoke with KEENEY concerning EARL'SROTDER who was at that time 
about to visit Russia. JOSIE also seemed concerned about the Communist Party 
attitude and the debate going on in party circles.

On December 1, 1945, KEENEY wrote as reflected on page 53 he had 
(another talk with Colonel THOMAS and that after seeing him KEENEY felt a 
(terrible sence of responsibility and the sense of urgency hung over KE_^.__. 

Your attention is next directed to the letter KEENEY received 
from THOMAS which appears on page 56 of reference report. Several observa- 
tions are apparent. THOMAS evidently is well enough acquainted ?ath FHI L- P 
kEENSY to address him by his nickname which is ANGUS. THOMAS knows the 
KEENEYS possess a dog and knows the dog's name which is MARTY. The language 
in this letter is rather flowery which is common among individuals of 
Germanic background. The signature to this letter which is affixed by pen 
is of the same flowery character. Attention is also directed to the com- 
I ment that THOMAS makes in this letter that he is "heading for home, and 
1 therefore no letters would reach him after January 10. Ihis would lead 
I one to believe THOMAS was either leaving the United States on January 10 
or going to a place where KEENE! could not correspond with him further. 

A photographic copy of this letter is being submitted to the FBI 
Laboratory for examination. 

KEENEY's letter of December 24, 1945, as reflected on page 60 
indicates the SILVERMASTERS were "pleased and green with., envy" about the 
news concerning THOMAS, and that DAVE, undoubtedly D AVIP wAHL, was de- 
lighted. This would indicate that NATHAN GREGORY* SlLVERHASTHl and DAVID 
vJaHL were acquainted with THOMAS or aTT-east had hmOvO-edge of him through 
KEENEY. In this same letter KEENEY wrote that UOT^JUMN had finished 
- four of the "prints" and that KEENEY was sending one of them to THOMAS. 

The prints referred to here may possibly mean photographs of PHILIP KEENEY.

It is to be noted that in his letter of November 13, 1945 (page 49), he 
.’wrote MARY JANE KEENEI that he had no good picture. 

Continuing, on December 26, 1945, as is shorn on page 60, KEENEY 
"wrote there is a chance MARY JANE may hear from THOMAS after she reaches 
Berlin. The ANDRES referred to in the letter of this date is TERES^iNDRES, 
a librarian of Spanish origin who was active in the resistance movement in 
Jhance during the past war. The details as to how MARY JANE located her 
are reflected in the report of Special Agent LAMBERT G. ZANDER dated Au- 
gust 16, 1946, at Washington, D. C., beginning on page 66. 

Erom a review of this information relative to Colonel THOMAS, it 
is felt there is a strong possibility of another parallel in Soviet es- 
pionage. The identity of Colonel THOMAS is not known to the Washington 
Field Office. It was felt he might have been ANATOLErGRO? ?07 . but a review 
of information available in the files reflects he was in Washington, D. C., 
on the dates that FHIUP OLIN KEENEY contacted Colonel THOMAS in New York 
| City. 


The same source which furnished the above referred to letters 
made available diaries maintained by MARY JANE KEENEY during the years 
from 1938 to 1945 excluding 1944. These diaries have been reviewed, and a 
comprehensive study is being made of them, the results of which will be 
reported soon. 


The diaries reflect only one reference to Colonel THOMAS. It 
appears in the entry of December 13, 1945, in which MARY JANE KEENEY wrote 
she had received a letter from her husband, apparently the letter dated 
December 1, 1945. MARY JANE made the following comment: "On his trip to 

New York he had seen nearly everyone including JGSIE and Colonel THOMAS who 
seemed to have impressed on him a great sense of responsibility. This 
responsibility weighs on me and makes me feel most unhappy because I am 
* doing nothing." 


The JOSIE referred to is believed to be JOSEPHINE TRUSI/JJ ADaMS 
alias JOSIE (Bureau file 100-22337) who was the subject of a security 
matter - C investigation by the New York Field Office in February, 1945. 

At that time she was a teacher at the Jefferson School of Social Sciences 
of which, it will be recalled, LCftJIS LEHMAN is executive secretary. It is 
noted that a confidential informant of the New York Field Office _s1 
Eftsa at>ams is generally known as JOSIE in comray

According to the records of the Special Coramittee 
Propaganda Activities in the United States (Dies Ccmittee), JOSEPHINE 
ADAMS -was connected with numerous communist front organizations* 

A review of MARY JANE KEENEY'S diaries reflects a number of en- 
tries concerning JOSIE during 1945. They are as follows: 

"l&rch 6, 1945 

"JOSIE and REGIN aWiLSON down. They come up to Que 
Street (the FEA office Were MARY JANE was employed) and 
dress for JOeNdaVIES' tea. JOSIE stays the nigit with us 
and we talk till 2s 00. Her friend thinks ANGUS (PHILIP 
KE3E2JEY) should make a try for ID (librarianship of the 
Library of Congress) so we prime JOSIE with his background.

"Letter from JOSIE saying LC matter was (intelligible)

"April 11, 1945 

"ANGUS calls JOSIE and gets word to go ahead so we 
have a caucus with PHYL about lining up support in 
Senate for IC ;Job." 

"April 15, 1945 

"No word from JOSIE." 

"April 21, 1945 

"Find letter from JOSIE. Very sad, but says a good 
deal has been done about LC before FDR's death and we 
should go ahead*" 
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“April 26, 1945 

"Another letter from JOSIE. The contact spoken of 
was with E, the one with T (THOMAS ?) not yet having 
been made.".
